PRESIDENT HAYES MUST APPOINT A SECRETARY, 
Wasutnoetor, Dec. 31.—On Dec. 2), President 
Hayes designated Secretary Ramsey to perform 
the duties of Acting-Secretary of the Navy, in 
addition to those of Secretary of War. The ap- 
pointment was mide under authority vested in 
the President, intended to enable him to fill a 
vacapcy in the Cabinet, occasioned by death or 
other cause, by assigning any other Cabinet 
Officer to perform the duties for a period not 
longer than ten days. Secretary Ramsey's ap- 
pointment, by its terms, expired yesterday, and, 
as no other appointment has been made, the 
Navy Debartment is at present without a head, 
and a vacancy exists in the Cabinet. Soma days 
since announcement was authorized that 
— Hayes would reappoint Secretary 
Raingey every ten days until the 4th of March, 
or the advent of the new Administration. Tee- 
terday, however, the question was raised 
whether the President could legaliy make 4 
second appointment for ten days, and upon 
being referred to the Attorney-General it was 
DECIDED ADVERSELY,. 

The subject provoked a lengthy discussion in 
the Cabinet meeting to-day, and, after a critical 
examination of the law, the conclusion was 
reached that the intent of the statute was sim- 
ply to relieve the President from an immediate 
embarrassment occasioned by a sudden vacancy 
in the Cabinet, and that the authority to appotnt 
or assign another member of the Cabinet to per- 
form the additional duties for ten days did not 
extend beyond the one appointment, its object 
being simply to tide over the interim until the 
regular appointment could be made to Oli the 
vacancy. Under this decision of the Cabinet the 
ment of Secretary Ramsey from Dec. G. 
es invalid, and the Navy Department is 
left in an anomalous condition, with no Secre- 
tary, and no one authorized or empowered to act 
as such. It will devolve upon President Hayes 
to immediately appoint some one fo fill the 
vacancy occasioned by Secretary Thompson's 
resignation until March 4. It was suggested 
this evening that the President might consult 
the wishes of Gen. Garfield, and appoint for the 
unexpired term the probable Secretary under 

the incoming Administration.

SCALPERS’ BILL. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribwna, 

Sr. Louis, Mo., Deo. 81.—it is said that the 
scalpers, who have, since the rates war be-. 
tween the Wabash and Alton Railroads, been 
almost entirely cut off from many of their cus- 
tomary sources of revenue, intend making an 
attempt to break down the war and establish 
peace in the railroad family by the agency of 
legisiation.

Excursion rates maybe fixed from point 
to point for an indefinit time, but after such 
rates have existed a week all intermediate 
pointg. are to be allowed the same reduction pro 
rata. The bill has a jong and patriotic pro- 
amble calculated to appeal to the sympathies of 
the people of Lllinois outside of Chicago. It 
points out the injustice of the present system of 
rate-cutting as an outrage the people 
should refuse to tolerate, and deciares 
that companies which receive their charters 
from a State are bound to treat the ple of

a full exhibit of the trade of the City of Chi- 
cago for the year 1880. The balance sheet is 
complete; it shows where and in what lines 
our business has increased, and where it has 
fallen off; it shows the quantities and 
weights and’the numbers of what we re- 
ceived, what we have manufactured, what 
we sold, and what we have in store; it tells 
what we expended and what we received; it 
shows how many workmen are employed, 
and the aggregate of wages paid for them. 
In short, Tug Trreuxe publishes this morn- 
ing an account of the whole business of Chi- 
cago during the year, as promptly and as 
clearly as the average balance sheet of a pri- 
vate firm or corporation. 7 

The aggregates are enormous, but they are 
in harmony with the general increase which 
for twenty years has steadily marked the 
business, trade, and manufaetures of Chi- 
cago. The gains of Chicago are never sud- 
den or spasmodic; they are never phenom- 
enal; they are, however, what is tar more 
important, regular, steady, and continuous. 

Even the fire did not destroy the continuity 
of that increase. Thewercentage of increase 
in 1880 over 1879 is something over 17 per 
cent, but an increase of 17 per cent com- 
pounded repeated annually soon reaches 
enormous aggregates. 

For several years prior to 1878 the aggre- 
gate receipts of breadstuffs in Chicago 
ranged from among the nineties of millions 
of bushels, and it seemed that 100,000,000 of 
bushels. was a limit of grain receipts be- 
yond which even Chicago could not rise. 
In 1878 there was a bound to 134,000,000, and 
in 1879 to 137,000,000 bushels; but now comes 
1880 with the record of 163,326,267 bushels 
of breadstufis reeeived in this city. No city 
in the world, in any age, has ever withessed 
such 4 traffic as the receipt, handling, in- 
specting, storage, and shipment of such a 
vast proportion of the worla’s food. 

The ether particulars dre hardly Jess strik- 

ing. During the year there were 7,059,194 
hogs received, of which 5,700,000 were killed 
in this city; 1,382,397 head of cattle were re- 
ceived, the value of the live stock received 
being $139,900,000, 
The manufactures of the city continue 
their steady growth, showing that the per- 
maneney which marks all the productive in- 
terests of this city is also to be found in the 
manufacturing branches of our trade. In 
this branch the figures for 1880 com 
with those of 1879 as follows:

A GLANCE AT THE OLD YEAR. 

Perhaps there has never been a more satis- 
factory or prosperous year in the career of 
any nation than the last year has been for the 
American people. The peculiar merit of this 
prosperity was its genuineness and substan- 
tiality; it was not wildly ilusive as was the 
apparent prosperity of the years following 
the War and preceding the panic, Business 
has been done upon the basis of a sound and 
uniform currency, and has been governed 
largely by the same elements of thrift and 
economy that were cultivated by the people 
during several years of depression. Specu- 
lation, on the whole, has been of a more 
legitimate and conservative character than it 
‘was during the period of inflation, and enter- 
prise has reached out in the direction of im- 
provements which were demanded and prom- 
ised liberal returns, rather than toward vis- 
jonary schemes of doubtful expediency and 
uncertain profit. The stock of money has 
been enormously increased by the addition 
of the bullién product of the country, 
the enlargement of the bank-note cir- 
culation, and tie contributions irom 
the Europe an balances; the latter item alone 
amounted to $150,000,000, The plethora of 
money in England has likewise operated to 
reduce the rates of interest in this country, 
and capital for all legitimate, enterprise has 
been obtainable more readily and at a much 
lower interest than ever before. This con- 
dition has provided the laboring masses with 
constant employment at remunerative wages, 
and the mass of the people upon whom the 
burdens of hard times fell most heavily have 
enjoyed their full share of the ruling pros- 
perity of the year. 

The taking of the decennial census has 
been one of the most notable of American 
events during the year. The work has been 
done with greater thoroughness than ever 
before, and the result has been most satis- 
factory. It has been demonstrated that the 
American people have increased from four 
millions to a round fifty millions of people 
within a century. The last decennial growth 
has been at the rate of a million and 
a quarter a year, and that of the new 
decade will not be less than a million 
and a half: Sufficient has transpired from 
the statistics gathered by the census-takers 
to show that the products and wealth of the 
country have increased in full proportion to 
the growing population. One of the most 
promising signs of the census is the evidence 
it affords that many of the Southern States 
have taken a new start after the heavy losses 
they sustained in the foolish and wicked War 
they made upon the Government, and there

The immigration during the past year has 
been larger than the largest of any previous, 
year. Europe has sent to this country nearly 
320,000 of the most enterprising among its 
working classes, for the emigrants who seek 
to improve their political and material con- 
dition by escape from the depressing influ- 
ences of their home Governments are cer- 
tainly the most progressive among their own 
class. If the immigration from Canada be 
added to that from Europe, it is probable 
that not less than 400,000 people have been 
added. to our immigrant population during 
1880. There is little doubt that this vast 
number is about all that the spirit of tne 
country can well assimilate in the scope of 
one year, if not so many as could be taken 
care of properly. But the problem of immi- 
gration is not now so perplexing as it was 
considered to be before the panic, for our 
experience with hard times proved that 


immigration regulates itself, and that 
there is little danger of more peo- 
ple coming to this country than the 


country is prepared to receive and utilize. 
The influx of foreign labor has certainly ex- 
erted a salutary and important influence in 
discouraging strikes, lock-outs, and other 
labor disturbances which might have oc- 
curred if there had been a scarcity in the 
supply of labor. There have been no troubles 
in this way during the past year that occa- 
sioned more than a temporary embarrass- 
ment in certain localities, and even the lat- 
ter were rare. 

Rallroad-bullding has received a remark- 
able impetus during the past year from the 
conditions already named. The statistics 
will show the construction of more than 6,000 
miles of new road during the past twelve 
months, and probably about 2,000 miles more 
than were constructed during the year 1870. 
But this showing will not represent the 
full liberality of expenditure on railroads. 
There is scarcely a railroad in the 
country which has not added materi- 
ally to its side-tracks, stock, and facilities. 
Old iron rails have been torn up to 
make way for new steel, the roadbeds in 
many cases have been stone-ballasted, and 
iron and stone bridges and buttresses haye 
been substituted for less secure structures. 
It is not unlikely that $300,000,000 have been 
spent upon the extension and improvem ent 
of railways during 1880, or nearly a million 
of dollars per day. This money has been in 
large pait distributed among the laboring 
classes who were employed in the manufact- 
ure of the material and in construction. The 
rapid advance of two American railroads 
into the interior of Mexico, which is now as- 
sured, will soon open up new resources in 
trade if the Mexican Government shall en- 
courage reciprocity by taking down the bars 
of their prohibitory tariff; and the arousing 
of the Mexican people, who have lived in 
lethargy and stupor for two centuries, will 
be the most significant evidence of the 
world’s new progress that can be cited. 

The growth of manufactures has kept 
pace with the extension of the railroads. 
Far more coal has been mined and iron and 
steel made than in any previous year. There 
has been great activity and rapid growth in 
cotton, ‘woolen, silk, leather, and glass 
manufactures, and the same may be said of 
agricultural implements of all kinds, and in

diet. His hair and beard were white, his 
complexion clear, and his expression cynical, 
though often agreeable. His theories or, 
rather, demands have been summed up by a 
late writer as follows: All hy wants is 
simply the abolition of poverty, misery, 
crime, inequality, luxury, ignorance, with 
one stroke of the pen. A stroke of. the 
sword will do as well, but, whatever the im- 
plement, the operation must be performed 
d'un coup.”

The first strange thing he noticed. in Wells wag 
twelve or thirteen yearsago, when he insisted on 
building a house on a lot belongmg to his broth- 
er's children, which adjoined one Wells himself 
owned. Two years ago he went to Allen's Grov 
reported that witness had defrauded him o 
$10,000, and began seven suits against bim to 
recover pro sold under Wells instruction 
to Mrs. ells. He also set afloat sianders 
against witnesses sous and daughters, who were 
res tably married.

WHOLESALE MEAT TRADE. 

The development of this branch of Chica- 
go’s wholesale trade has been quite as 
marked as that of other lines where the busi- 
ness, as is the case with meats, is largely lo- 
cal, Some idea of its present importance 
may be gained from the sales for 1880, which 
reach the imposing aggregate of $13,500,000, 
To do this business a capital of $200,000 is ne- 

uired, and employment given to 150 men. 

smaliness of capital as compared 
with the volume of sales seems small, but it 
must be borne in mind ( oxical as 
it may appear) in the wholesale meat trade 
there is no dead stock,“ the hooks being 
cleared 9 day. Fourteen firms are en- 
gaged in the business, As a rule they are men 
of brains and anne capital, and they keep 
prompt step with the growing requirements 
of the city. The past season has been a 
more than ordinarily prosperous one, the 
losses resulting from bad weather and bad 
debts probably having been less than for any 
previous year within the pastten. Prices, 
too, have n characteri by more steadi- 
ness than in most seasons of the past, and, 
taken allin all, the year has been an emi- 
nently gone tage | one. The prospects are 
that the receipts of beef during the present 
winter will be much less than the previous 
one, as the early setting in of winter badly 
scattered the herds on the plains, and it will 
not be possible to get them together to the 
extent that Chicago wil! derive much benefit 
in the way of receipts of carcasses from that 


quarter. 

The following figures closely approximate 
the year’s sales of meats at the wholesale 
market on West Jackson street, near the 


THE MARKET FOR FLOUR 
has been very much more active than in any 
previous twelve months for several years 
past, and has ruled steadier, though it has 
necessarily moved up and down in sympathy 
with the varying prices of wheat. Reducing 
bags to their equivalent in barrels, the re- 
ceipts of the past year were 3,377. 333 bris, 
against 3,360,058 bris in 1879; and the ship- 
ments were 2,963,459 bris, against 3,000,540 
bris the previous year. 

The movement during the first six months 
of the year was about 20 per cent less than 
for the corresponding time in 1879. The de- 
ficlency was partly compensated by the in- 
crease in reeeipts from the new crop, which 
was very large during the fall. Neither of 
these facts is. however, a gauge to the mag- 
nitude of our trade in flour, which has grown 
largely,—reversing the rule of some former 
years. A great deal of flournow passes direct 
through this city, and time has been that 
much of it was ordered direct from the 
mills by consumers, without the interven- 
tion of Chicago dealers. This phaseof the 
business spring up some half dozen years 
since, but apparently reached its maximum 
about two years ago. There were difficulties 
in the way, some being in the matter of trans- 
portation, which more than offset the com- 
mission. There is, however, a saving in the 
avoidance of handling and storing here, 
which is to a great extent now taken advan- 

tage of. The samples are now displayed on 
the flour tables on Change, and the sale ef- 
fected before the flour has left the mill, and 
often before the wheat is turned into flour. 
The shipment is then made direct; some- 
times through the city and sometimes around 


it. 


The increase in our recéipts is largely due 
to the enhanced demand for winter wheat 
flours; they haye béen generally cheap as 
compared with spring, because of the specu- 
lative excitement in spring wheat, which has 
kept up the “price of the latter during the 
greater part of the year. Winters have been 
in very good export demand, and buyers have 
taken the better grades freely at about 3@ 
50c per barrel above the prices for spring. 


Spring and summer rates were mostly on the 
basis of 806 by all rail and 40c by lake and 
rail. During the last two months they have 
been chiefly B0e by all rail. We note the 
rail blockade of a month ago was in no small 
d due to the pressure of flour which 

been sold ahead. Millers sold vast 
quantities about harvest time, and since 
then most of them have been two or three 
weeks behind contracts. They have prooa- 
bly made more money during the last four 
months than ever before in an equal length 
of time.

Very little flour has been sold by grade in 
this market during the past year, contrary 
to the expectations of who agitated a 
couple of years ago for establishment of 
standard grades: People un the other side 
of the Atiantic have got into the habit o 
orde flour on samples; and insist 
their being copied so closely that it is often 
difficult to fill an order from more than one 
mill in a manner satisfactory to the buyer. 
Our system of flour inspection has worked 
very wail, so far as satisfying both buyer and 
seller on the current plan of trading; but 
many parties in the business think that a 
radical change is highly desirable now, and 
will soon be recognized as a necessity if we 
would retain our speculat{ve trade in the 
agg cereal. The willing capacity of 
the est is inereasing at such a 
rate as to threaten, ere 
are gone by, to absorb ap ott 
our wheat, leaving very tittle of it to go to 
the Eastern States, or to Europe, in the 
berry. Already the milling capacity of Min- 
nesota is nearly equal to her production of 
wheat, minus the quantity required for 
seeding, and other States are copying the 
example.

sight. ‘They were obliged to take care of 
very large quantities of wheat, and did so 
without toss, though some outsiders lost 
heavily in following the lead. About 2,250,- 
000 bu of wheat came in during the month, 
of. which nearly 500,000 bu were received 
from Milwaukee and Racine. By this time 
the country was nearly bare of wheat, 
and some 200,000 bu of hard No. 2 was.after- 
wards sent back from this city to supply 
country mills before the new crop was ready 
to grind. The t was held off the market 
here, and mostly shipped direct to Liverpool, 
where a great deal of it had been sold duri 
the spring, to arrive. It is known that much 
better prices were obtained for it than could 
have been realized here. We have it on a 
authority that the worst sale out of the 
lot was one made in June which netted $1.00 
per bu here, at the time our market was 
down in the neigtiborhood of oe. Sv much 
of the wheat had not been sold up 
to that time was held for the 
reac tion which came later, and this policy 
enabled the Keene party to get out of the 
whole deal (autumn to summer) with a little 
profit, though i was widely supposed to

THE BEAR FEELING PREVAILED. 
From June 1 to Sept. 30 the price of spot 
wheat averaged’ about ®.ic. It was pro- 
claimed that our Wheatcrop would turn out 
some 550,000,000 bu, with a full outturn in 
Europe, which would leave us at the open- 
ing of next harvest with 130,000,000 bu of old 
wheat on hand, that the market would 
go down to oe. yne people tried to stop 
the decline, but failed: and a local firm 
lost about $300,000in the attempt, They have 
more than made that loss good since then. In 
August the market went down to 80e spot 
and 83c seller the year. From that point the 
tide turned. It was found that the wheat 
crop of the United States had been over- 
stated, that of England harvested in bad 
weather, and Russia reported to be we Aa in 
London. Our farmers were not willing to 
sell at such low prices, especially as they 
remembered that — who held off a year 
previously realized the best figures. Added 
to this was the faet that the weather in the 
Northwest was not favorable to early 
thrashing, and when the farmers did get 
ready to sell ears were very scarce. The 
market touched $1.00 Oct. 15, and averaged 
about that figure during the remainder of the 
month On Noy, 26 spot wheat touched 
$1.123¢, and from that point the market fell 
off, as it was found that speculation had car- 
ried us to a point 100% above a slipping basis 
to New York, and 2@2\c above Milwaukee. 
The sharp advance had been largely due to 
buying on orders from Wall street. They 
were stimulated by the fact of small receipts 
here. In December there was a sharp break, on 
which most of the outside longs sold under 
a persistent piling up of stocks here because 
of relatively high prices, and reports that 
vessels were being chartered to carry con- 
siderable quantities of wheat from Odessa 
and Sevastopol to Western Europe. A week 
ago the market had settied down to abouta 
shipping basis, after a severe run which 
caused the suspension of three leading firms, 
and severely tried the fortitude of many 
others.

THE WINTER-WHEAT MARKET 


has been but a poor one, notwithstanding the 
efforts of prominent parties to make ita 
leading feature in our trade. Chicago is-not 
regarded in Europe as a market for winter 
wheat, and orders for it chiefly go to other 
places; while orders that have been sent here 
were often filled at other points, the wheat 
being forwarded direet without coming here. 
There is little desire to speculate in the ar- 
ticle, the disinclination being perhaps due, in 
part, to the fact Northern grown 
wheat is made regulur for delivery on 
contracts. Shippers have discriminated 
rather severely against receipts in houses 
which receive from the area north of Chica- 
. They say that such wheat is harder than 
6 other, and therefore not desirable to mix 
with it for T Some experts say, how- 
ever, that trade would not be much im- 
proved if the rules were changed in this re- 
spect; though they admit that Nebraska 
winver wheat is no betterthan spring. South- 
ern grown red winter wheat is usually sup- 
posed to be worth 5@06c per bu more than No. 
2 spring for milling purposes. It has seldom 
commanded such a premium: and has often 
been discounted owing to the speculative de- 
mand for spring wheats. In the latter part 
of April it was discounted 5c, May 21 do fe 
and at the close of May it sold at $1.03, wher 
the settling price for spring, sold to be deliy- 
ered in May, was $1.14. Itsold at Ie premi- 
um on the first arrival of the new crop, June 
25, and at 3@4ec premium the last part of 
that month. The lowest price was 89%c.

MINNESOTA WHEAT 
was formerly an important item in our mar- 
kets. It cuts * little flgure now. We 
received considerable quantities last spring, 
and a large part of it went back to the coun-

mills in sections that had been swept bare 
during the rush to sell everything in the 
shape of wheat that could be got in here in 
May. When it was announced that Minne- 
sota had raised a erop of 55,000,000 bu in 1880, 
it was expec we would receive large 
quantities from that crop, because the polic 
of the Chicago, Milwaukee & St. Pan! Rail- 
road was understood to be favorable to 
bringing it here on more ual terms than 
formerly. But it has since dise 
that that estimate was nearly 90 perZ 
above the truth, which means that 
sota has seareely any surplus wh 
port except in the shapeof flour. Th 
ing capacity of that State is now very 
equal to her wheat crop, Minneapolis can 
now grind about 16,000,000 bu of. wheat per 
year, and the other parts of the State as much 


more. 

The milling capacity of that State, of Wis- 
consin, and, indeed, of the whole Northwest, 
is fast increasing. it grows more rapidly 
than the wheat production. “They are 
building new millseverywhere.” This is the 
great reason why our receipts of wheat are 
falling off. It equally accounts for the de- 
erease in the wheat receipts of Milwaukee 
and threatens to reduce the wheat trade of 
that city much more than that of Chicago. 
This fact gives the reason why so many of 
the far-sighted merehants of our sister cit 
are removing hither, or opening branc 
houses here. They want to catch the trade 
that comes to this city from the section fur- 
ther south, and hope to participate in the 
trade in corn and other grain, which at pres- 
entis more threatened by the Mississippi 
route than by increase in the number of 
flouring-mills. It now looks as if the Mil- 
waukee of the future will find its profi® in- 
side, the flour-sack instead of the wheat-bin; 
and Chicago merchants may find it necessary 
to look in the same direction. 

There is certainly some reason to fear a 
fur ecrease in the volume of wheat sent 
to this et to finda market. IIlinois is in- 
creasing her production at present, but chief- 
iy in winter wheat, in the Southern part of 

e State, and that augment is on to seek 
the cut-olf routes to the seaboard, if not the 
water-way via Cairo. The grain of Southern 
Illinois has long been more strange to us 
than that of Kansas, or even Missouri. Iowa 
has hitherto sent us a great deal of her sur- 
plus wheat, but probably will not increase her 
yield, because the land offers such superior 
advantages for corn-growing and grazing. It 
does not apres probable that the wheat pro- 
duction of Minnesota will increase more 
rapidly than her milling capacity, and Duluth 
is holding out her hands for the wheat to be 

rown inthe future along the line of the 
Northern Pacific Railroad. But there is op- 
portunity for controlling the wheat product 
of all these vast areas, if not for handiing the 
whole of it, in — yey It is no exaggera- 
tion to say that not a bushel has been moved 
from any point in the Great West dur- 
ing the past year without refer- 
ence to the prices paid here, and 
very much of that which has moved around 
us has been forwarded on direct orders from 
this city. A considerable proportion of the 
wheat received in Milwaukee during last 
year was shipped out on orders from Chi- 
cago. ‘There was a good shipping basis for 
wheat from this city most of the year, The 
autumn boom carried us relatively high, and 
since then the market has been generally 
against shippe Most of the wheat of the 
new crop has gohe to New York.

This practice is there reduced to a “ science ” 
unknown inthe West, and, we may add, im- 
possible in the West under present condi- 
tions. It is now rotorious that the wheat 
shipped from New York as No. 2 spring is 
barely better in quality than our No. 3; and 
there is a profit in selling it at 3@4c 
per bushel below the rice at which 
our No. 2 can be laid down on 
the seaboard. This is the real reason why 
New York grain merchants nominally under- 
sell those of Chicago during a large part of 
the year. It is true that the requirements of

THE MARKET FOR CORN 

has ruled higher in price, and exhibits a 
tremendous increase in the quantity passing 
through the city. The receipts aggregated 
95,846,145 bu, against 64,339,321 bu in 1879: 
and the shipments were $4,911,213°bu, against 
61,299,376 bu the previous year, The volume 
handled was nearly 50 per cent greater than 
that of 1879, which. showed the biggest rec- 
ord of any year in our previous history. 
Corn has been so plentiful during the past 
twelve months as to stagger the faith of 
even the most sanguine believers in its value. 
But it has held its own wonderfully well, 
being even steadier than other grain, and 
moving forward almost as fast as received 
with clock-like regularity. The price de- 
clined only 17 per cent from the top figure 
in January to the lowest point of the year in 
June, while wheat and oats declined 95 per 
cent in the same time.

THE TRADING IN FLAXSEED 
was larger in 1880 than in any previous year. 
The crop has been increasing in magnitude 
every season, reaching maximum in the 
last. The crop of 1880 in the United States 
is estimated at 9,000,000 bu of average qual- 
ity. The reported receipts were over 3,550,- 
bu. and shipments about 2,632,500 bu. 
The market has been irregular, generally 
tending downward. The highest prices were 
—— enrly.—the average price for February 
ing $1.63%, the highest for any one month. 
During the winter and. early spring sow 
flax was in active demand, with no grea 
stock on hand, the crop of 1879 having been 
closely sold up in the fall of that season. In 
March prices weakened, and declined gradu- 
ally in the following months, averaging $1.19 
for July. Business was light at the time and 
rices were governed by crop reports, which 
ndicated a nasty crease in acreage and 
eld. Late in July flaxseed was freely sold 
or August and September delivery, star'ti 
at $1.18@°1.20 selling down to 81.12. 
There was a reaction later, and cash rose to 
to $1.28 in October, with a heavy call from 
short séllers who were disappointed in not 
getting seed, the rains delaying thrashing 
and injuring the cro p. 
The market soon receded, and has been 
very steady since the close of navigation at 
$1.15, with light receipts. The 9 price 
of the year was $1.32, against $1.30 in 1879. 
The average of seed handled on the pure 
basis, since Aug. 1, was $1.19. Considerabie 
flaxseed is supposed to be yet in farmers’ 
hands, which is held above the preseut price. 
THE NEW SEED HAS SOLD 
very freely. In the fall the daily receipts were 
unprecedentedly large, but there appeared 
to be a place for ail that came, although the 
market staggered frequently under the 
weight of the offerings. All the crushers of 
the United States have used native seed. Its 
abundance and cheapness have given it the 
preference over Calcutta linseed, and 
the imports of latter have great- 
ly decreased, Eastern demand 
was very active throughout the fall, and 
Eastern crushers were well supplied at the 
end of the lake season. The Western con- 
sumptive demand was heavy, too. Western 
ernshers, as usual, loaned seed to farmers in 
the spting. stipulating that they should re- 
ceive crop at the contract price, which 
they were sorry for afterwards, and probably 
won't do soagaiu. The shippers did not 
ind the season very profitable, consideri 
the volume of dusinsss mey did. They sol 
ahead freely, expecting the market would be 
swamped with seed, it turned against 
them, for reasons given above. Competition 
was sliarp, and the business was conducted 
on slender margins. The East got the benefit.

The first effect of buy- 
ing on a pure basis was free receipt of 
very foul seed, but the dealers rul 
they should take off Ne per bu for every 24 
per cent of dirt over 76, which action soon 
improved the condition of the receipts, the 
— test afterwards running 566 per 
cent dirt. 

Shipping in bulk was continued ina grati- 
fying manner. It hag been supplemented 
this past year by receiving in bulk a lar 
portion of the new crop, and ail the railroads 
are expected to carry flaxseed in this way 
hereafter.

as the crop cannot be moved any cheaper by 
other routes. Eastern buyers have found this 
out, and ceased to purchase in the country. 
Elevators in the interior take the seed, and 
one house here, the Air Line, handled satis- 
factorily about 163,000 bu this season, but 
most of itis passed through private ware- 
houses, 

THE TRADE IN HUNGARIANS 

was fair last spring at steady prices, but they 
weakened toward the end of the sowing sea- 
son, and considerable seed was left over. 
Sales were made at 80@00c early, from 76@ 
Be in May, Ge in June, and die in July. The 
average was 75e. The new . is supposed 
to be a moderate one, and inferior in quality. 
Millet was more plenty than Hungarian, 
and on this account lower in propo: tion than 
the latter seed, the two selling at about the

German millet was so large a crop that it 
has ceased to a fancy articie, and sold 
rather under the common variety.

mated that the acreage in the West was In- 
creased 10@15 per cent, but the crop was 
—— 35 rought, stained by raius, and 
the late broom-ccrp Was overtaken by frosts. 
The yield is estimated at one ton to five acres 
in 1880, against one ton to three acres in. 
1879, Illinois may have slightly gained in the 
number of acres, but the yield was light. In 
the Burlington district the broom-corn was 
killed by drought and stained in the cutting 
season by rains. The Lilinois Central dis- 
trict produced the best average cro in the 
State. Kansas liad the smallest — poorest 
crop raised since 1874. Iowa and Nebraska 
also produced an inferior grade, though in 
the latter State some of the late fields are 
said to have turned out better than they 
were expected to do. The crop of Missouri 
was, on the whole, a good one, the State fur- 
nishing some of the best broom-corn in the 
West. An increase in acreage was reported, 
but dry weather cut down the yield. The 
production of New York is reported to be 
fair, and that of Ohio small and poor. 


WOO L. 
Tun WOOL MARKET HAS BEEN ACTIVE 
and irregular. In the first six months of the 
year the trade were handling old wool, which 
advanced to the highest figure since 1873 
under a widespread opinion that the world 
was short of supplies. The consumption of 
wool was unusually large in 1879, and the 
year 1880 opened with the West nearly bare 
of domestic wool, and stocks in the great 
markets East were smaller than e hed 
been in January for years previously." Man- 
ufacturers were free buyers, and speculators 
thought they saw “millions in it.” ‘The 
market advanced rapidly, reaching its culmi- 
nating point early in April. The bulge 
brought wool to this country from all parts 
of the world. Before the month had passed 
people began to think they had been April- 
fooled. It was found op May 1 that 50,000,- 
000@60,000,000 Ibs of foreign and domestic 
wool were held in the seaboard markets. 
This was on the eve of the opening 
of the new-clip year, and manufact- 
urers had long before stopped buying 
heavily, anding that merchants were cancel- 
ing their orders for woolen goods, and that 
stocks were beginning to accumulate in the 
makers’ hands. The crash came late in April, 
and on the Ist of June the price of medium 
washed fleece had fallen nearly B per cent. 
The force of the break was more severely 
felt East than West, though considerable 
wool was held here atthe time. The local 
stock on Jan. 1 was estimated at 400,000 Ws, 
of which a larger quantity than usual was 
foreign or Eastern wool, which had been 
breught here to make good the deficiency in 
the Western supply. Wool had been for- 
warded so fast in the last half of 1679 that 
there was not enough left here to keep the 
Western milis in supplies till the new clip 
came into market; hence dealers had to ob- 
tain the material elsewlere. 
THE NEW CLIP-YEAR OPENED 


with a dull outlook for farmers. Mannkaet- 
urers had plenty of wool in stock, and plenty 
more of foreign at their elbows, which they 
could get as fast as they wanted it; conse- 
quently they were in no hasteto enter the 
market. Prices were declining, but growers 
had got their ideas up by the late bulge, 
and were quite as indifferent as consumers. 
And the middle class of operators were at a 
loss what to do,dearing to pay the prices 
asked till they could get a 1 from 
the manufacturers. The clip, therefore, be- 
gan to move some weeks later than usual, 
and it has been marketed slowly. Mann- 
facturers evinced a disposition to take the 
wool as they wanted it, but producers parted 
with itso reluctantly that they may be said 
to have partly earried their pointin regard 
to prices. They have probably found the 
sheep as remunerative as the other products of 
the farm. The dealers, however, have hand- 
led the clip on a very narrow margin, and 
have generally preferred to sell the wool on 
commission, as there seemed to be no chance 
of making thoney by 2 
More wool was Mendled here than 1879; in 
fact, Chicago is growing in, importance every 
year as a wool centre. 

Prices averaged higher than in the pre- 
vious year; and also higher on the new elip. 
The new season opened in June, and prices 

dually advanced, but fell off in August 
inder the rather large stocks, and inanufact- 
urers having. secured supplies to last a 
while withdrew their support. In the next 
ten weeks the market was fitful, buyers ap- 
as they needed material, and prices 
were fixed the quantity sold and 
the terms of sale. After the Presi- 
dential eletion was decided for the Re- 
publicans the demand for wool started afresh, 
and the markets both East and West have 
since been fairly active ‘and firmer. The 
London auction sales, begun Nov. 24, sns- 
tained the opening prices except on low 
grades, with little woo! purchased for Amer- 
ica, The quantity of wool remaining in 
the interior is supposed to be small, 
while there is considerable stock here. 
Washed fleeces are not so abundant here as 
a year ago, while unwashed wools are more 
so. Medinm grades have moved into con- 
sumers’ hands faster than other kinds, and 
fine wools have been in active request re- 
cently, and are 3 popular, fashion 
having decreed in favor of finer goods. The 
different grades seem to be assuming the 
same relative importance that they heid be- 
fore the War: fine wools first, medium next, 
and coarse last. 
IN THE OLDER STATES 
of the Northwest the quantity of wool 
sheared was probably about the same as in 
1879, ‘The higher prices of the previous year 
were calculated to increase the flocks, but 
the farmers were also encouraged to sow 
wheat, which they did at the expense of 
pasturage, and they were, therefore, unpre- 
pared to augment much the number of sheep. 
The yield may appear larger, as aconse- 
quence of the fact that the old way of wash- 
ing the wool on the sheep’s backs is falling 
into disuse. People are beginning to think 
ita barbarous custom, and one that hardly 
pays for the trouble taken in doing it. 

Sheep husbandry is increasing in e of 
the States west of the Mississippi, River. 
Missouri and Kansas, and also Nebraska,

) Eastern freights of $1.00 per ton on Nov. 22. 
The shipments of timothy hay the past fall 
are said to have exceeded those of any form- 
er like time, and would have been much 
larger if the railroads had been able to fur- 
nish adequate transportation facilities. ‘The 
quantity of timothy left back is thought to 
be less than usual at this date, and the farm- 
ers are reluctant to sell, as they fear a long 
winter. 

The average price of No. 1 timothy in 1880 
Was 314,51; against 810.57 in 1879, Old No. 1 
timothy sold at $14.50 in January, down to 
$11.50 in March, and at $15.50 in July. New 
sold at $13.50@14.00 in September, to $15.! 
16.00 in December, closing at 515.000 15.50. 
Upland averaged $11.14, against $8.40 in 1879. 
Old Upland was lowest in March, selling at 
$9.50@10.00, and brought 812.00 in July. The 
new crop sold at $10.50@13.50, 

The new timothy of the Northwest was es- 
timated at not over three-quarters of a crop. 
It had a rank growth, but the yield was 
light, the rains falling too lateto make a 
good bottom. The quality, however, 
was excellent, and the hay was 
well cured, which fact enabled pressmen 
to bale it sooner than usual. 
The recei pts of praire hay have been unusu- 
ally large. The higher prices it has com- 
manded this year have given farmers and 
dealers in lowa and Southern Minnesota an 
opportunity to market it in Chicago at a 
profit, The prairie hay received from the 
states is far supérior to the wild 
hay raised on the low lands of Illinois. The 
Western prairie is genuine upland. Its ex- 
cellent quality and cheapness, as compared 
with timothy, have secured for it a prompt 
Sale to local consumers and even to shippers. 
Karly in the season, preparations were made 
west at the Missouri River to ship wild hay 
here, but it did not come, the mining tegions 
offering a better market for the crop of Kan- 
sas and Nebraska than Chicago. 


HOPS. 
THIS cop HAS 8OLD 

at fairly remunerative prices. ‘The trade of 
this city is gaining in volume with the con- 
stant growth of the West. ‘The States and 
Territories west of us depend on Chicago for 
supplies, and the consumption in Illinois is 
now about 10,500 bales, of which Chicago 
took 6,500 bales the past year, — nearly all be- 
ing used in the manufacture of malt liquors. 

The market has not been subject to many 
fluctuations. The crop of 1879 was sold in 
the early part of the year to home consumers 
at an average price of- about We, which was 
high enough to prevent free exportation, 
though the foreigu shipments of this crop 
were extensive the previous fall. When 
the new crop-year opened, Sept. 1, the stock 
of yearlings was nearly exhausted, but 
the market soon weakened under liberal 
supplies of new hops, and the average price 
the past four months was not far from 
22c, The crop of 1880 sold at D@tMe 
for Eastern, 124(@20c for Western, and 
eee for California samples. The local 
and country brewers are supposed to be 
fairly stocked. ‘The exports from New 
York sine Sept. I- were over 20,000 bales, 
chiefly to England, The foreign demand has 
not advanced prices much, but helped to 
sustain them. 

NEW Lokk Ap THE PACIFIC 

Coast have furnished the finest hops. and the 
bulk of the Chicago business has been in 
sauiples from these two districts, New York 
supplying the greuater part. he Eastern 
crop was large, the, yield exceeding that of 
187 fully 2 per The Pacific district 
nearly doubled the product of the previous 
year. Wisconsin and Michigan did not have 
much more than half of crop of 779. 
In pounds the inerease over the preceding 
year was not far from 20 percent. The Pa- 
cific crop was a one, grading high .in 
every respect. Winds, mold, and insects 
damaged a large portion of the New York 
crop, and it was only the superior knowledge 
of the growers that saved a part of it. Wis- 
consin produced a hop of poor quality, and it 
has been quoted loWall the fall. The choice 
samples were secured early by Wisconsin 
brewers, and probably few of them have been 
seen here. The isconsin growers are 
blamed for not having taken better care of 
the vines, and for the unskillful way in which 
the crop was picked; cured, and sacked. The 
farmers appear to lack facilities for hand! 
the hop. They need more kilns, should bieac 
the samples to a llowish tinge, mixing 
them till they run even, and press into bales 
of 1902200 Ibs each: The demand for hops is 
increasing, and there is no apparent reason 
why the West should not again find the culti- 
vation of them a source of much profit. 


HIDES. 
THE SEASON IS CONSIDERED 
a successful one by hide dealers. The re- 
ceipts were about B per cent larger than in 
1879. The increase. has been chiefly in dry 
hides, which have come forward very freely 
from the Territories and the South. This 
trade has been gained at the expense of other 
cities. Chicago herself consumes more hides 
in the manufacture of leather than any other 
point in the country, and perhaps in the 
world, This fact alone draws immense 
quantities of stock to this city, and necessi- 
tates keeping on hand an extensive assort- 
ment. The beef packing and slaughtering 
business at the Stock-Yards also furnishes 
the market with a big lot of hides. Five 
years ago the tradein dry stock was insig- 
nificant, but the tanning interests that have 
grown up within a few years have created a 
large demand for this class of hides, and 
Chicago is now absorbing the trade that was 
formerly one of the boasts of St. Louis. 
The opening up of the Far West by raiiroads 
has done much to enlarge the volume of of- 
ferings. The extension of the Atchison, To- 
peka & Santa Fé Railroad into New Mexico 
has opened a rich field. Dry hides, sheep 
pelts, amd goat skins, all of which were in 
former years carted across the Country to the 
coast and shipped by sea to Eastern cities, 
have been coming this way since the rail- 
roads penetrated the new El Dorado. This

SALT. 
THE SALES OF SALT 

were much larger than in 1879. The ship- 
ments show an increase of nearly 18 per 
cent, and the local consumption was heavier. 
A great deal of sait is now shipped from 
Michigan around Chicago, but the bulk df 
the Western business passes through the 
local commission-houses. The past season 
has been a satisfactory one to the trade. 
Fine salt has been tapsiderably lower than 
in 1879, but the cost of making it has been so 
much reduced by the use of pan and steam 
blocks that it has been sold at profitable 
prices. The other grades have not changed 
much in price, Dairy and packing, or solar 
salt, have not been very plenty. 

The receipts approximated 1,653,000 bris, 
including the bulk salt received here and at 
the Stock-Yards, an inerease of 11%. per 
cent over those of 1879, The receipts of for- 
eign were 266,558 sacks. 

Michigan furnishes now nearly all the fine 


salt that is handled in the Northwest, and 


controls the market, keeping prices at a point 
that bars out competition. The Michigan 
manufacturers have adopted new methods 
of making the article, and reduced the cost 
of it to 45@60 cents per bri. They increased 
the production last year 30 per cent, yet the 
trade has required so much that it is claimed 
the stock now ou hand is not much in excess 
of thata yearago. There seems to be no 
limit to the ability to produce. Wells have 
been sunk in various parts of Michigan, and 
a good flow of brine obiained. The produc- 
ing territory of the State is increasing so rap- 
laly that the term ‘Saginaw salt” will soon 
be a misnomer. Aside from supplying the 
West, the Saginaw manufacturers have 
openad upatrade with the South, chiefly 
along the Ohio River, by underselling the 
producers who formerly stocked that quar- 
ter, and the fine salt has been found a good 
substitute there for the English dairy. The 
low prices have shut out the Onondaga fine 
salt, which is now marketed East to much 
posse advantage than it could be handled at 
iere, 
New York provides the bulk of the solar 
SALT USED BY PACKERS, _ 

and this isa large item. Saginaw does not 
make much of this kind, Bat even the 


ground solar has been superseded to a large 


extent by the fine Michigan, which the pack- 
ers use in large quantities for bulking meats, 
bevanse the process of curing, though not 
perhaps so good as the old one, is much the 
quicker war. The Syracuse solar salt was 
sold extensively East this season, being 
cheaper than the foreign; and, as ft brought 
relatively more there than here, the local re- 
ceipts have not increased materially. New 
York seems to be getting possession of the 
Eastern market, to compensate far her loss 
of grip in the Western. The demand for 
dairy salt has augmented in volume fully 25 
per cent, and it has not been an easy matter 
to supply it. The receipts of Canadian salt 
were small. The high freights and duty kept 
it away. 

Fine salt opened in January at $1.45 per 
bri, declined in March to $1.26, and on May 1 
to $1.00, The latter has been the price dur- 
ing the last eight rap till Dee. 29, when 
it was raised to $1.05. Heavy contracts for 
Saginaw fine were made with the packers 
at 35.75 per ton in bulk, delivered at the 
Stock-Yards, and the present price is $6.25.

POTATOES. 
, TIE QUANTITY RECEIVED 
and shipped was less than in 1879, but the 
farmers near the city are believed to have 
raised and marketed more than they ever did 
before. Potatoes were low in the early 
months of the year, the crop of 1879 having 
been an unusually large one everywhere, and 
it was an easy matter to keep the markets 
full. Prices were }4@56c per bu in the 
first three months, and fell off 
in the spring to 2@30c per bu. 
Early in the summer Southern potatoes ar- 
rived freely, but the season was soon short- 
ened by the appearance of the farmers from 
the suburbs with new supplies. The latter 
furnished the city during the late summer 
and fall, and contributed a good deal of stock 
in December. In August and September the 
farmers sold at 300% — bu, and had the 
market to themselves, these figures being-be- 
low a shipping margin. The nhew_crop 
proved to be a partial tailure in the West, 
and potatoes have been gradually rising in 
price since the middle of October, reaching 
se, and closing at 60@70e per bu for car- 
lots. 
THE FALI. RECEIPTS 

were much below the average, and the stock 
here has not been heavy, but sufficient. 
Many expected potatoes would rule much 
higher in the past two months than they have 
but the present range has checked 
consumption somewhat, and the mild 
weather in December permitted the farmers 
to haul in rather free quantities and restock 
the retailers.

The total weight of the farm produce re- 
ceived in this city during the year 1880 was 
about 6,635,000 tons, against 5,745,000 tons in 
1879. The gain in weight is 890,000 tons; but 
this was largely owing to the great in- 
crease of our receipts of corn, 
which is a ‘low-priced grain. . This 
explains the partial agreement between 
the augments in weight and sell value, 
while prices averaged considerably higher for 
last year than for 1879. We note that the re- 
ceipts of lumber, shingles, coal, lead, and pig- 
iron would swell the above total to 12,350,000 
tons; or nearly 34,000 tors for each of the 300 
days in the year.

TUR WHOLESALE TRADE. 


That braneh of the business of Chicago 


which is generally included under the head 
of Wholesale“ shows a marked improve- 
ment in nearly every department. A gain in 
the amount of money handled and the volume 
of goods sold has become a matter of course, 
and “goes without saying.“ 


But we have 
also to chronicle a more satisfactory time for 


the trade than ever before. — certainly more 
so than for any previous year since the War. 


Our merchants have not made “heaps of 
money,” asa rule, because competition among 
themselves is sufficiently close to keep profits 
down to a reasonable point,—in fact, to a 
much smalier percentage than satisfies the 
wholesale trade in most other cities. But 
their business has generally yielded a fair 
profit, and the losses have been exceptionally 
few. They have made collections more 
promptly than ever before, and fewer bad 
debts, while there has been little increase in 


the cost of transacting business, though rents 


have advanced in some cases, and clerk-hire 
has tended upward. 

The course of prices has been satisfactory 
during about two-thirds of the time, The 


boom of November and December, 1879, car- 


ried quotation $s on most lines of goods higher 


than they could be sustained. The result 
was a rather widespread marking down of 
prices, which caused some loss, as many 


houses were carrying full stocks, some of 


them laying in nearly at the top of the market. 


But prices had settled down to a stable foun- 
dation by April, or even before then, and the 
spring trade was generally condueted on 3 
paying basis. During the late summer and 
the autumn there was 9 general advance in 
prices. This was egpecially marked in 
woolen and cotton ods, staple groceries, 
and leather manufactures; but it obtained in 
most other departments, and was accom- 
panied by some difficulty in fillmg orders in 
several lines. The spindles and looms, the 
foundries and tanning-vats, etc., many of 
which bad been idle in 1879, started up Mito 
activity, and the domestic production was 
helped by an increase in the foreign impor- 
tations of goods. But the demand seemed 
to widen out even more rapidly than the 
increase in supplies; and the difficulty was 
augmented recently by a pronounced lack of 
facilities for transportation by rail. This has 
really been the principal grievance of the 
wholesale trade, as it has affectea other de- 
partments of our business. All throngh the 
autumn it was impossible to obtain from the 
East all the goods wanted by buyers, and 
during the last two months it has been found 
equally impossible to ship goods as fast as 
required by interior merchants. This was 
especially severe on the lumber and coal in- 
terests; it was largely due to the tremendous 
increase in the November movement of live 
stock. The pressure resulted in an advance 
of $1.00 to $2.00 per ton in the price of coal, 
and even at that steam-power was suspended 
at many Western points for lack of fuel, 
while in other places i was sustained only 
by a return to the old-time practice of burn- 


| ine corn. 


The greater abundance of cash has caused 
a marked change during the past year in 
the attitude of retail buyers. The credit 
system is not extinguished ; in fact, it is the- 
oretically the same as before.

The area of the territory.supplied by the 
wholesale: trade of this city is not exactly 
coextensive with the Union, but the one 
forms alarge part of the other. We reach 
eastward into Ohio and Pennsylvania, tak - 
ing in, of course, Michigan and Indiana, 
The “ Solid South ” is supplied from thiscity 
so far as its trade is desirable; but the prompt- 
payment rule In the West has not yet been 
universally adopted by Southern buyers, and 
the threats of “Boycotting” Northern mer 
chants are ridiculous when made by men 
who are poor pay. Texas has much en 
larged her trade with Chicago with the rail 
road extensions in progress there, and will 
make it much greater if she can find here a 
mart for her cotton, of which there is now 
some prospect. The supply of the rapidly 
growing wants of Colorado and Arizona 
devolves principally upon Chicago men, 
~—exclusively so in some  Jeading 
ines of goods. The Valley of the Greaw Salt 
Lake is irrigated with Chicago merchandise, 
and the long arm of supply sweeps round 
through California and Oregon into Dakota, 
Minnesota, and the British Dominions, taking 
in all the intervening territory. It would 
seem that our growth in the future must be 
accomplished rather by igcrease in ground 
already occupied than by finding of new ter- 
ritory.

GROCERIES. 

THE WHOLESALE GROCERY TRADE 

has been active and generally satisfactory. 
The aggregate of sales has increased about 
12 per cent, being estimated at $73,500,000, 
against $65,000,000 in 1879, and $58,000,000 in 
1878. The eavital employed in the business 
shows but a slight increase, being about

Quincy, III., Dec. 31.—During the past year 


this city has enjoyed an unusual degree ot bus- 


iness prosperity. Trade, both wholesale and 
retail, has been active and remunerative, and 
all of the manufactories have been crowded 
to their utmost capacity. During the last 
eight months the productive capacity of all 
the principal manufacturing establishments 
has been doubled, and several manufactories 
have been started, some of them upon an ex- 
tensive scale. Inthe magnitude of its pro- 
ductive enterprises on foot this city has al- 
ready attained a very important sition 
among the manufacturing centres of the 
West, and its industrial interests were never 
before fy a condition so prosperous and prom- 
ising as they are now. 
THE BUILDINGS ERECTED 

this year will probably not exceed in number 
those erected in 1879; but the amount of 
money expended for building purposes is 
considerably in excess of the amount ex- 
pended for the same purpose last year.

Public improvements during the year have 
not been quite so extensive as previous ones, 
but in this direction the city has by nv means 
been idle. Many expensive private buildings 
have been erected, but as it has not been 
necessary, until lately, to take out a building 
permit, we have no detinit means of arrivin 
at the exact figures: could we do so, it wouk 
most certainly far exceed any previous year.

DECATUR. 

UNUSUAL BUSINESS PROSPERITY. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 
Decatur, III., Dec. 31.—Decatur, the county 
seat of Macon County,is a city of nearly 
11.000 inhabitants, and is to-day enjoying un- 
usual business prosperity. Every one of the 
twelve old-established manufacturing estab- 
lishments, except one,—a woolen ,mill,—is 
running, making full time, and most of them 
are from one to two weeks behind with 
their orders. The new manufacturing estab- 
lishments are a shirt factory, vaper-stove 
firm, and a garden-hoe firm; also two addi- 
tional check-rower establishments, and sev- 


eral smaller enterprises. The pubiic im- 
provements added duking the past year in- 
clude the building of 9,000 feet of permanent 
sewers, put into the principal streets of the 
city level with the ‘cellars of busi- 
ness houses and private residences, at 
a cost of about $8,000. A cunsiderable amount 
of the public funds has been appropriated 
for making needed improvements at the 
Holly Water-Works, in grading and grayel- 
ing the streets, building culveris, and putting 
down brick, gravel, and plank walks. A 
coal-shaft is being sunk near the Union 
depot, under contract with the city, which 
pays 82.000 for each 100 feet of earth thrown 
out.. The shaft is now 400.feet deep, with 
400 or 500 feet yet to go before Uw contractor 
hopes to strike a paying vein of coal. Ex- 
tensive stock-yards have been builiaear the 
city at a cost of $5,000, Within the past year 
over $100,000 have been expended in the 
erection of private buildings, which have 
added considerably to — beauty and solidity 
of the city, and fully $30,000 have been used 
in making noticeable repairs in various 
quarters. Real estate in the county has ad- 
vanced in price 15 to 25 per cent, and in the 
city lots have advanced 10 to 15 ver cent. 
Money was never more plentiful than it is 
now, and everybody willing to labor for 
fair wages is at work and doing well. Brokers 
find it exeeedingly difficult to loan money. 
Decatur is one of the most desirable cities in 
the West for the opening of manufacturin 
establishments, being centrally located, rail- 
road facilities first-class, no better water- 
supply anywhere, and surrounded with rich 
eae y Renew we A giucose and starch factory 
would flourish here.

Without exeeption they 
are rented already. Their total cost is 901 
far from $250,000. No new manufactures of 
importance have been established, but sey- 
eral important projects are being 
llowever, the established faetories have 
steadily prospered, increasing their business 
from 3 to 30 percent. The shops of the 
Chicago & Alton have added largely to their 
regular foree, and are Inadequate to the de- 
mand upon them.

THE STATE SHOULD EDUCATE THEM.

ARLINGTON HIS, III., Dec. 28.—There 
is no doubt that one of the great problems to 
be solved by statesmen in the not distant 
future is, How shall our large cities be gov- 
erned so that crime will be diminished? As 
a whole, our large cittes are never any too 
well governed. The dictum of party power, 
| the creation of useless and expensive offices 
for place-seekers, the licensing of various 
enterprises whose morality and honor can be 
questioned, the close attention of business- 
men to business pursuits, so that they do not 
see what is going on aronnd them, all tend 
to produce such a laxity of municipal gov- 
ernment that the honest citizen sometimes 
becomes disgusted,—and well he may be. In 
our opinion but little can be donein this 


generation in the line of radical changes for 


the better. 
so that the next generation of men and 
women will be wiser and better than this 
gene ration. 

lam not inelined to advocate the interfer- 
ence of the State with the family institution ; 
but I do believe, where children are left in. 
the world without parents or relatives to ed- 
ucate and train them to a pursuit whereby 
they can earn a living, or where children 
who have homes are found in the paths of 
a criminal pursuit, that then the State has a 
right to place such children in an industrial 
school where they can be educated and 
trained to a pursuit Ein which they can earn a 
living. It appears to me that such a course 
on the part of the State would be better, and 
less expensive, than to allow ignorance’ and 
vice to educate criminals, and then pay the 
expenses of prosecucing and punishing m. 
Prevention of crime is always the cheapest 
in the end. The establishment of industrial 
schools for that class of children just men- 
tioned would be a good example for the peo- 
— as all good jaws enforced are. It would 

ead parents to take wore pains to see that 

their children are better trained and edu- 
cated to earn a living. It would call the at- 
tention of all classes of good citizens 
to the fact chat industry, temper- 
ance, and morality, weil practiced, make 
good citizens. Every one would then be 
interested in helping to enforce a good law. 
In my opinion these would be some of the 
results of such a law. Of course, it would 
not do away with all crime, all sin, all need 
of Penitemtiaries; for, as long as the world 
exists, crime and ‘sin will exist; but it would 
tend largely to diminish crime and the neces- 
sary expense of punishing it. 

The criminai ¢iass does not come from the 
industrial classes. Its rank and file comes 
from the idle, shiftiess, helpless, hopeless 
classes.
